Flash Flood Hits 
Industrial City 


Peabody, Mass., Counts Loss 
Of Millions as Dam Bursts 


PEABODY, Mass. UP)—This industrial city of 23,000 


counted a loss of millions today as it cleared debris and 
fought a health menace in the wake of a flash flood, caused 
by a-dam burstr 


Mayor Philip C. O'Donnell said 


the flood waters which raced into 
the heart of the city Sunday night 
caused what may 'result in the 
"heaviest property damage of any 
nonfatal disaster" in the city's 300 
year history. 


As digging out operations got un 


derway, state and local health offi- 
cials joined to combat the health 
problem. 


The city's nine schools, with 3,- 


500 children, were ordered closed 
for the day. All restaurants and 
food stores were earmarked for 
close inspections. Citywide water 
tests were sen e l u d e d . Police 
equipped with loud-speaking sys- 
tems cruised the streets warning 
residents to boil all water used for 
drinking or cooking. 


The water surged downhill into 


the central business area of Pea- 
body Square after two one-ton 
granite blocks of a dam gave way 
at a pond called The Flume about 
a mile away. 


Water up to six feet deep flooded 


scores of buildings, including 75 
factories, 
all 
the city's main 


stores, city hall, police and fire 
icadquarters and the historic 150- 
year-old South 
Congregational 


church. Mayor O'Donnell said 
some 1,000 leather workers face an 
ndefinite layoff because of dam- 
age to tanneries. 


Police from several communi* 
ies, auxiliary police, firefighters, 
civil defense personnel and some 
50 coast guardsmen joined in res- 
cue and evacuation operations. 


Some 50 families were evacuated 


from their homes by police and 
coast guardsmen using an amphib- 
ous "duck" and smaller craft. The 
only casualty reported was an eld- 
erly woman who twisted her ankle, 
but at least two other persons were 
rescued from drowning in the rush- 
ng waters. 


Some 40,000 sightseers clogged 


roads leading to the city, one of 
the world's largest leather-manu- 
facturing centers. The city is about 
15 miles northeast of Boston. 


In all, some two square miles 


were inundated, but only about 
half the area was covered with 
water measurable in feet. 


The dam gave way under pres 


sure of water accumulated during 
two weeks of an almost steady 
rain in New England.

Supreme Court Decides Race 
Segregation Unconstitutional 


Doctrine of 
Separate But 
Equal Invalid 


Claims Different 
Education Facilities 
Inherently Unequal 
WASHINGTON UP)— The 


Supreme court today unani- 
mously struck down segrega- 
tion in the nation's public 
schools. The tribunal said that 
to separate Negro and white 
pupils violates the constitu- 
tional guarantee of equal pro- 
tection of the laws. 


The Court said it will hear fur- 


ther arguments this fall on how 
and when to end the practice. 


Thus many monUis — perhaps 


more time will elapse — .before 
the historic ruling actually wipes 
out the separate schools now in 
existence in many slates. 


Chief Justice Warren read the 


court's opinion which declared: 


"We conclude that in the field of 


public education the doctrine of 
separate but equal has no place. 
Separate educational facilities are 
inherently unequal. 


"Therefore, we hold that the 


plaintiffs (Negro parents) and oth- 
er similarly situated for whom the 
action has been brought are, by 
reason of the segregation com 
plained of, deprived of the equal 
protection of the laws guaranteed 
by the nth Amendment. 


"This disposition makes unnec- 


essary any discussion whether 
such segregation also violates the 
due process clause of the 14th 
Amendment." 


Involved 4 Stated 


The 14th Amendment was adopt- 


ed after the Civil War, primarily 
for the benefit of slaves freed by 
President Lincoln. It says no state 
may deny any person due process 
and equal protection of Uie law, 
nor abridge their privileges or im- 
munities. 


The cases decided today—with 


the court's finding that segregation 
is unconstitutional—involved four 
states (South Carolina, Virginia, 
Kansas, Delaware) and the District 
of Columbia. 


But lawyers said a ruling against 


segregation would affect a total of 
17 states which have laws requir- 
ing separation of the races in 
schools, plus three other states 
laving laws which permit—but do 
not require—segregation. 


The court was told die 17 states 


and the District of Columbia had 
70 per cent of the nation's Negro 
population, or 10,522,495 Negroes 
out of a 15,042,692 total. States with 
permissive segregation had an ad- 
ditional one per cent.

regation were listed for the court 
as Alabama, Arkansas, .Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky. Lou- 
siana, Maryland, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, North Carolina. Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 


States with permissive segrega- 
ion were listed as New Mexico, 
Wyoming and Kansas.

Huk Leader 
Gives Up in 
Philippines 


CallltMajorStep 
In President's Move 
Against Red Rebels

Manila </P)—The surrender 


of Luis Taruc, colorful leader 
of 
the Communist-directed 


Huk rebels, was hailed today 
as a major step in President 
R a m o n Magsaysay's cam- 
paign against the Huks. 


Army 
combat 
teams surged 


through tlie Jungles of southern 
Luzon locking the remnants of 
Taruc's elite guaid while Carlos 
P. Romulo, a top presidential aide, 
hailed Uic surrender as the end of 
tlie rebellion. 


Chief target now is Jesus Lava, 


whom the army considers the top 
Communist in the Philippines. 


Taruc, 40, who repeatedly has 


slipped through army traps in the 
past six years, surrendered to a 
Manila Times reporter, Bcnlgno 
Aquino, who carried a letter from 
Magsaysay. The mooting on a 
dusty road north of her* climaxed 
months of negotiations. 


Terms of the surrender were not 


disclosed. 


"Taruc had no alternative * ut to 


surrender," Magsaysay comment- 
e'd. "He was cornered by the arm- 
ed forces." 


Unless granted amnesty, Tnruc 


faces trial on charges ranging 
from murder to sedition. 


The surrender was a major step 


In Mngsaysay's efforts to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of the 
Huk uprising. Although a bitter foe 
of the rebels as a field command- 
er, as defense chief and as presi- 
dent, Magsayfcay long has advo- 
cated resettling the rebels on new- 
ly developed land. 


At Kansas City, Romulo, Mag- 


saysay's personal envoy, said: 


"There now will bo peace and 


order throughout the Philippines. 
Taruc is the man who had the fol- 
lowing. With his surrender, tlie re- 
bellion is ended." 


Taruc was taken to the residence 


of Maj. Gen. Jesus Vargas, army 
chief of staff, and introduced to 
Mrs. Vargas. Said Tame: 


"I am here because of your chil- 


dren and my children. I want them 
to spend the future in peace. It is 
doubtful If we could have peace in 
a hundred years if I did not give 
up." 


Aquino quoted Taruc as saying 


he and Lava had had a "falling 
out."

Somewhat of a Low* 


McCarthy asked for a five-min- 


ute recess to confer with his aides, 
Roy M. Cohn and Francis P. Carr, 
about their course in the light of 
what he termed' this "almost un- 
believable situation."

Red Insistence on Atom Ban Threatens 


Ike's Pool Plan 


It is faintlv heartening news that the White House has 


denied published reports of a breakdown in the talks with 
the Soviet Union over President Eisenhower's atom peace 


P°0lEv?de°ntaiy the United States still is studying Russia's 
most recent note on the matter and has not replied to the 
Kremlin. Until it responds one way or another, it cannot 
fairly be said, the discussions have failed. 
Yet it must be conceded at the same time that they have 


not shown any great promise, either. 


The president's plan was basically simple. Nations with 


resources of fissionable material would contribute a part of 
their store to a- common international pool which would then 
be devoted to development of peaceful uses for atomic energy. 


The hope was that as such work would advance, the 


pool would be increased and there would be less and less at- 
tention given to atomic energy for military purposes. 


But ail indications are that Russia has raised the same 


. old roadblock to this plan that it put in the way of previous 
Western proposals for the control of atomic energy. The 
Kremlin insists that a flat ban on atomic weapons be ap- 
proved before any other steps are taken- 


In other words, Russia would have us first destroy the 


stockpile of bombs and other devices 'which are our princi- 
pal assurance of security. 
After that we would have only 


the Kremlin's word—which has no market anywhere—for 
sincere cooperation in a world-wide plan aimed at peace. 


So long as this objection is made, there can be no con- 


trol program nor even the frailest beginnings of the presi- 
dent's noble proposal to give mankind some constructive 
benefits from this staggering source of power. The hope that 
still remains in a thin reed.

great substitute for human locomotion- Operators say they 
spend their entire evenings talking on the telephone to their 
colleagues, though some of them may be just a few steps 
down the corridor. 


Maybe they figure Western spies are mapping every trip 


they make down the hall. Certainly they don't trust 'any- 
body. . They carry their own bags to their rooms and keep 
everything but their toothbrushes out of sight and under 
lock and key. 


Possibly they think all this secrecy and precaution pro- 


tects them against prying eyes. But in their childlike re- 
sponses to this brush with Western civilization, they are tell- 
ing us a good deal about the shortcoming of their own. 


We would guess they can hardly wait to rush home and 


claim, the invention of the telephone, the shower nozzle and 
instantaneous dry cleaning service.

Syinpathetic Appraisal

Correspondents, frequently ask 


me to explain the difference be- 
tween various terms which .they 
have heard, such ns "nervous 
breakdown," "nerve tension," or 
"nervous exhaustion." 


This is difficult to do, because 


such names are often applied 
either to a true mental disease, or 
to some vague condition to which 
some other name cannot well be 
attached. 


Furthermore, two people with 


the same general type of mental 
disease are not necessarily equal- 
ly seriously ill. 


* • • 


REGARDLESS of the name at- 


tached to a nervous breakdown or 
mental difficulty, the most im- 
portant problem, as in many other 
human ailments, is to identify 
what is causing the difficulty. 


This is not always easy. The 


causes of many mental conditions 
are not thoroughly understood. 


Some of them may come fiom 


the heavy strains of modern life 
and the great mental tensions un- 
der which so many of us must 
work today. 


A few—but probably only a few 


—may be inherited. 
• • * 


MENTAL TREATMENT (psy- 


ch'otherapy), administered by brain 
specialists; rest, physical therapy 
(including hot or 
cold 
baths), 


handcraft, and shock treatments 
are often helpful and have brought 
thousands back to normal. 


Although much still has to be 


learned about causes, prevention 
and treatment of the various kinds 
of mental diseases, progress is al- 
ready far advanced and even bet- 
ter results can be expected as the 
frontiers 
of knowledge are 
ad- 


vanced. 


Fortunately, many with menial 


Illness will recover and find them- 
selves quite normal again.

Why Ifs Important Thai We 
Not Monopolize Child's Love

The other day I snt in on an ad- 


vanced class at the New York 
School of Social Work. Our lesson 
was discussion of the case icconl 
of a nine-year-old child, frightened 
by a parent's desertion. 


We came to a paragraph that 


rend: "This afloinoon Caroline told 
her social worker that she loved 
her. The worker replied that she 
liked Caroline, too; and that many 
other people she'd not yet met 
would also like her." 


Our reading wns interrupted by 


the teacher. He asked, "Why wns 
it good (or the worker to respond 
to Caroline's admission of love by 
tolling her that others beside her- 
self would like her?" 


"Because it was icnssuring?" 


queried a student. 


"Not quite," the teacher said. 


"It was good because it is discip- 
line for you not to monopolize a 
child's love. It is pood not to local- 
ize his love in you personally. It 
is alwnys good to suggest that his 
love will grow and enlarge as he 
grows to embrace many people. . ." 


I was impressed by this profes- 


sor's counsel to his students. It 
seems so universally important 
that I nm icporting it to parents. 


Whether we nre the social worker 


of a neglected child or the mother 
of one we chciish, it is always a 
temptation to take personal pride 
in his admission of affection. 


This pride, overwhelming us. 


can lose us our chance to suggest 


his emotional powers will expand. 
It can trick us into treating his love 
as a completed thing, so that as 
we ieach out our arms to him, 
we fail to say: "Oh, how glad I 
nm that you love me. And IVow 
glad for nil the other people who 
will be wanting you to love them, 
too." 


So this is very Important counsel, 


especially for mothers of little 
hoys. If they want to encourage 
manliness, applying k this counsel 
is one of the ways to do it. For a 
little boy who becomes suddenly 
conscious of loving his mother very 
much is, to a high degree, open 
and vulnerable to her influence. 


If. to this emotionally exposed 


little son, she suggests her own 
joy at the prospect of sharing him 
with others, she has begun to free 
him to manhood. She's begun the 
work of sending him toward love 
for another woman without guilt 
or fear of hurting her. 


To npply this testing counsel will 


bo a triumph for us. It will mean 
that we have already accepted our 
proper place in our son's life — 
and that instead of centering his 
love upon us, have the strength to 
turn it outward.

Thomas James Norton, in an 


excellent study called "Undermm- 
ng the 'Constitution," put it that 
ha Senate had been the house of 
states, meaning a legislative body 
n which ambassadors of the sev- 
ral state represented their states. 


The House of Representatives was, 
as he put it, "The house of the 
)eople." Now we have two "houses 
of the people" and no "house of 
the states." 


But the worst of it is that this 


method invites forces outside a 
state to interfere _ with money and 
rustrate the franchise of the "peo- 
ple." Thus, in the long run, the 
Senate may actually be controlled 
by a small group of designing peo- 
ple. Burton K. Wheeler, after his 
defeat in a 
Montana 
primary, 


charged 
that he was beaten by 


money sent into Montana by the 
ate Albert Lasker, a New York 
millionaire, who had been mixed 
up in all kinds of activities. 


Somehow, some force started a 


smear that Wheeler was anti-Jew- 
ish. This is ironic in the light of 
today's known fact that he has 
been a close friend and political 
defender for years of Max Lowen- 
thai, the New York lawyer who was 
king-maker for Harry Truman and 
wrote that book blasting the FBI. 
Whatever else may be said of him, 
Wheeler was not anti-semitic and 
he related that one day some years 
afterward in a Washington restau- 
rant he encountered* Lasker and 
thanked him for beating him. He 
told Lasker he had made lots of 
money, since he was elbowed out of 
the United States Senate by a slush 
fund of Lasker money. 


It is true that money had been 


used in the state legislatures to 
elect senators. But opponents of 
direct election plainly pointed out 
that direct election was no remedy 
at all. We see the fallacy of the 
reform of the constant, pressing 
activities of those letter-head fronts 
doing business out of the politico- 
residential headquarters of Arthur 
J. Goldsmith in the Waldorf Tow- 
or. Most such fronts are "interna- 
tionalist" as opposed to a form of 
partlotism which bitingly known as 
"narrow nationalism." 


It is all right to believe in world 


federation nnd to view narrow na- 
tionalism with alarm as many in- 
dividuals do, most of them on the 
Eastern seaboard. And it is legal 
and 
proper 
to 
collect 
money 


through ft living-room equipped 
with a few mimeographs in the 


Waldorf Tower and to spend It to 
defeat Pat McCarran in Nevada. 


A few years apo. forces of the 


same type, also with dummy head- 
quarters in New York, were rais- 
ing money and kicking out sheets 
of propaganda to defeat Senator 
Bilbo in Mississippi. This state has 
had a bad press in the Eastern 
centers, but Bilbo was F. D. Roose- 
velt's special'choice for the Senate. 
Roosevelt picked him because Bil- 
bo was supposed to be no more in- 
hibted than Huey Long who was 
fixing to challenge Roosevelt and 
might have licked in 1910 and kept 
us out of war by starting a prairie 
fire acioss the South. 


Biloo was planted in the Senate 


to equalize Lon?, but the little 
devil two-timed his mahatma and 
never opened his trap against 
Huey. 
' * 


Then, the Kinjrdish was liqui- 


dated by mysterious gunfire, and 
Bilbo ran his full course. He may 
have been a bad Senator, but he 
hardly could have been worse than 
two candidates 
who have been 


cranked up to run against McCar- 
ran in recent years under the im- 
pudent auspices of well-to-do East- 
ern strangers in the Waldorf Tow- 
er. 


Granted that it was immoral po- 


litics and a mockery of the sacred 
heritage to permit slush funds to 
elect senators by the old process, 
it is much worse to find small, 
mysterious groups of secretive'in- 
dividuals shrewdly picking hair- 
line contests in states of relatively 
small population and trying to buy 
up the contrqj of the upper house 
at bargain rates. 


In Nevada, West Virginia and 


the cow and maple syrup states 
there are occasions when a new 
senator can be put over for as lit- 
tle as $5,000. The Lorimer slush 
fund was $100.000 and he was only 
one senator. 


Cleverly managed, a 
fund of 


$100.000 might buy control of the 
whole senate today. 
What's Riht?

There's 
no, novelty in drinking any more, 
and many of the kids are just not 
interested." 


Among some of the 'most lavish 


deb parties at which Davis has 
officiated on the bandstand were: 
Barbara Huttcnss coming-out party 
at the Ritz-Carlton hotel^ in New 
York in 1931; Dons Duk"e's party 
in Newport during the same era; 
Fifi Widener party in Philadelphia; 
and that of Ethel Du Pont, in Wil- 
mington. He also played at the 
wedding reception for Miss Du 
Pont and Franklin D. Roosevelt jr. 


But the most fabulous party of 


all,,says Davis, was the debutante 
ball given 
for Joan 
Peabody, 


daughter of Mrs. Peter H. B. Wid 
ener,1 of Philadelphia, at which a 
90-piece orchestra played for 2,000 
guests'—a' dance reputed to have 
cost $100,000. 


"There used to be a lot of criti- 


cism of those big, lavish parties," 
saying it was wicked to spend so 
much on one dance, when the mon 
ey could have been given to char- 
ity. 


"I don't agree with that theory. 


When a man wants to spend $10,- 
000 or more on a party for his 
daughter, he's dividing it among 
all the tradesmen and professional 
people who make their living that 
way—the florists, the caterers, the 
stationers, 
the 
musicians, 
the 


maids, the chauffeurs, the cooks, 
the butlers, even the truck drivers 
who haul in the extra chairs."

Efforts to Form United 
Front in Asia Roll Again 


Three lines of Action Are 
Now Considered Probable 


By JOHX M. HIGHTOWEB 


WASHINGTON UB — Diplomats 


reported today that American ef- 
forts to form a united front in 
Southeast Asia are rolling again 
after weeks of confusion and hesi- 
tation during which little progress 
was made. 


Three lines of action are now 


considered probable: 


1. French Premier Joseph Laniel 


in talks with U. S. Ambassador C. 
Douglas Dillon at Paris, is expect- 
ed to present a concrete proposi- 
tion for American intervention in 
Indochina. 


Dillon is said to have made 


clear to Laniel that such a propo- 
sition would provide a basis for 
further consideration of American 
plans by President 
Eisenhower, 


Secretary of State Dulles and oth- 
er leaders here. 


2. Some kind of U. N. interven- 


tion in the situation has become 
much more likely than it was a 
week ago. There is thought here 
of getting the United Nations to 
send some kind of investigating 
group to Indochina. 


Dulles has told the Fiench that 


one of the big problems of Ameri- 
can policy for Indochina is that 
the United Nations has not con-

Britain Reaffirms 
Pledge to Avoid 
Indo Intervention 


LONDON W — Prime Minister 


Churchill reaffairmed today that 
Britain will avoid military inter- 
vention in Indochina until the re- 
sults of the Geneva conference be- 
come known. 


In a statement to the House of 


Commons, the Prime Minister also 
emphasized that Britain will make 
no decisions regarding the pro- 
posed 10-nation military alliance 
for Soulheast Asia—until the Ge- 
neva conferees succeed or fail. 


"Our immediate task is to do 


everything we can to reach an 
agreed settlement for the restora- 
tion of p c a c e' in Indochina," 
Churchill said. 


Churchill made an oblique ref- 


erence to talks under way between 
the United States and France, 
without Britain, on Indochina—con- 
ferences which aroused the ire of 
British newspapers. 


Most British papers leaded an- 


grily to reports that the United 
Slates nnd France had opened dis- 
cussions on possible American in- 
tervention in Indochina without in- 
forming the Churchill government.

last Wednesday to the Jan. 21 con-

There were indications, too, that 


McCarthy himself had take'n the 
development as an indication of a 
move in the highest Republican 
ranks to nail his political hide to 
the barn door. 


Along with his letter today to 


Secretary Wilson. Eisenhower sent 
a 4,200-word memorandum to back 
up his position. 


This was prepared by Ally. Gen. 


Brownell and listed precedents in 
12 previous administrations from 
George Washington to Harry S. 
Truman, relaling to the principle 
of separation of powers of the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches. 


While banging down the secrecy 


lid on disclosures of what advice 
is being passed nround within the 
executive branch relating to the 
army-McCarthy hearings and the 
issues involved, Eisenhower said 
he. was in no way restricling tes- 
timony of witnesses as to any di- 
rect communications between prin- 
cipals involved. 
. 


This apparently would leave out- 


side the secrecy ban such things 
as reports of monitored telephone 
calls. The army says it made such 
records on conversations between 
McCarthy and his aides, on the 
one hand, and army officials on 
the other.

Equipment Being Built for 
Peacetime Atomic,Plant 


By SAM DAWSOX 
, 


CHESW1CK. Pa. (.ft—On the site 


of an old golf course here and on 
an old airport not far away they're 
building today equipment for the 
nation's first peacetime atomic 
power plant. 


That plant, on Uie Ohio river 


some 30 miles from here, will be 
an expensive one. Uncle Sam 
thinks he should learn about them 
by trying one. 


On the Allegheny river about 10 


miles above Pittsburgh, in the 
newly built plant of WesUnghouse's 
a t o m i c equipment department, 
they're already turning out some 
equipment. 


And you can buy it today. That's 


because—although originally de- 
signed for use in atomic plants 
with their special needs—the first 
equipment being turned out fits 
needs of some,other industries. 


For example: Atomic engineers 


had to design "canned" motors to 
drive pumps in hermetically sealed 
systems. Object: To keep any of 
the radioactive material from leak- 
ing out. 


But some chemical processes 


pose a similar problem. And some 
drug production has a like need in 
reverse—keeping air from leaking 
in and spoiling the process. 


Other companies in this country 


an d abroad 
are 
also making 


nuclear instruments. And England 
is talking about making packaged 
atomic energy power plants for ex- 
port—some time. 


Constiuction of the first Ameri- 


can plant at Shippingport. Pa., on 
the Ohio won't start for some time. 


First. Westinghouse. in coopera- 


tion with the AEC. must build the* 
atomic reactor which will be in- 
stalled underground for safety's 
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sake. And DuQucsne • Light Co.. 
which will eventually operate the 
plant, must build the electric- 
generating, or conventional por- 
tion. It will take months to build 
the turbine and generator. AEC 
will own the reactor and sell the 
steam it makes to DuQuesne to 
run the electric power plant. 


It's frankly a pioneering proposi- 


tion—too expensive to compete 
commercially with coal or water 
powered plants, especially in this 
region where coal is so plentiful.

President's Enthusiasm Gives 
Reporter This Impression

WASHINGTON W) — Watching 


President E i s e n h o w e r roam 
around his Gettysburg farm, you 
pet the impression he might be 
somewhat more interested in re- 
tiring there than he is in a second 
White House term. 


It's nothing more than an im- 


pression and you could be dead 
wrong. 


The President himself never has 


given ,any public inkling as to 
whether he will seek re-election 
in 1956. Several of his close asso- 
ciates say they don't know, and 
they speculate that he probably 
hasn't made up his mind. 


They say the world situation and 


the political circumstances at the 
time undoubtedly will influence 
his decision. That and the fact he 
would be just a couple months 
short of 70 years old at the end 
of a second term. 


Soon AH Possible 


But when you see him these days 


at his 189-acre farm on the historic 
Civil War battlefield at Gettys- 
burg, Pa., you can't help but feel 
that is where he would like to be 
to stay, just as soon as possible. 


The spacious new home the 


President and Mr?. Eisenhower 
are having built there xhas a lot 
to do with the impression you get. 


They visited it over the weekend 


and spent more than an hour proud- 
ly showing it off to the Presi- 
dent's youngest brother, Dr. Milton 
S. Eisenhower, and his wife. 


The place in the rolling Penn- 


sylvania hills will be ready for oc- 
cupancy by fall. It will be the first 
home of their own they have had 
since their marriage nearly 40 
years ago. 


Building a new home and fur- 


nishing it excites any man and his 
wife. 


But in this case you seem to" 


detect some unusual eagerness aft- 
er a life crammed as full of tre- 
mendous responsibility and strain 


as Eisenhower's has been for more 
than the last decade. 


Whenever he visits the farm 


there 'is a lively glint in his eye 
and he talks about such things as 
the sturdy oak beams salvaged 
from the orginal 170 - year - old 
structure for the ceiling of his den. 


And about the cross breeding of 


cattle he is planning when he ac- 
quires a herd of his own. 


There is plenty of room to smack 


a golf ball across the fields. There 
is a place, too, for another of the 
President's favorile hobbies — 
fishing. A private pond has been 
built across the road from the 
house. 


And another thing: there will be 


a studio on the attic third floors of 
the new home. Nothing has been 
said officially about that as a 
place for the President to haul 
out his oil paints and easel, but 
there is speculation that is what 
he has in mind.

HANOI, Indochina (*>—The val- 


iant French Union defenders of 
pi»n Bicn Phu fought their Com- 
munist-led assailants furiously and 
without letup until all their ammu- 
nition WAS gone. 


Then, as one by one their guns 


fell silent over the remnant of the 
fortress bunkers, they carried out 
Brig. Gen. Christian de Castries' 
last order—"Give up when you can 
no longer fight." 


This account of the fortress' last 


hours on May 7 was given to news- 
men Sunday night by three badly 
wounded survivors of the epic 
siege, part of the contingent of 11 
casualties released by the Viet- 
minh rebels before the airlift evac- 
uation was suspended Saturday.

Roaring Springs Has Vanishing 
American—Old Family Doctor

NEW YORK Wl—When a friend 


of ours takes her children to her 
small home town in Pennsylvania 
for a vacation, one of their biggest 
treats is a visit to one of Ameri- 
ca's vanishing types — the old 
family doctor. 


This man is like the doctor 


everyone born eaily enough in the 
century remcmbeis: The doctor 
who bounced you on his lap, found 
frogs in your aching stomach, 
knew not only your first and last 
names, but your nickname, too. 


His name is Wilbert L. Grounds. 


At 70 he is starting his 40th year 
in Roaring Springs, 15 miles south 
of Altoona. In that time he has 
delivered 
"somewhere 
between 


three and four thousands" babies- 
more than enough to repopulate 
the entire town of 2.ROO people. 


McaHlcK to Madncftit 


"When I gave out diplomas to 


a high school class 15 years ago," 
he recalled, "I found I had brought 
26 of the 30 graduates into the 
world." 


The whole town knows and loves 


Di. Giounds. His graying red hair 
and twinkling eyes are familiar 
everywhcic. He sees 50 to 60 pa- 
tients every day except Sunday, 
still docs up to 32 major operations 
a month in a practice that ranges, 
as does any countiy doctor's, from 
measles to madness. 


But he still finds time to serve 


on the school board and as an of- 
ficial in the local bank. He has 
missed only two meetings of the 
rotary club in 25 years. Both times 
he went hunting. 


Dr. Grounds spent his first year 


in practice as a young railroad 
doctor in a mining town peopled 
largely by illiterate immigrants. 
He delivered 160 babies. During 
one such case the husband, slightly 
the worse for liquor, stood over 
him with a shotgun shouting, "You

wounded, and say he was out of 
ammunition." 


That was the way every defend- 
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cr fought, said Champougny—until 
he no longer had anything to fight 
with. 


"De Castries' last order to the 


men in his bunker." Champougny 
continued, "was 'Give up when 
you can no longer fight.' To do 
anything else would have been 
butchery."

The private said about « o'clock 


that Friday night the shooting sud- 
denly died out on the battlefield 
and "then everyone knew the bat- 
tle was over."
